FEATE 

The questions surrounding the 
fate of the specialists and experts 
Which the district had gathered to 
help with the bilingual program has 
raised the most concern. An internal 
district memo which was issued out 
of the personnel department clearly 
stated that the bilingual education 
staff would be reassigned, and then 
there Would be no more such office. 
All 18 resource teachers of the 
Special office earlier this summer 
received reassignment letters for the 
next School year. 

However, in a letter sent by the

“We want to Show 
how much support there is against 
the anti-Asian， anti-import hysteria 
that's been sweeping the country,” 
Yee explained.

Reaction to Kopp's English 
Only Petition Very Hostile 


SAN FRANCISCO 
Supporters of bilingual . voting 
materials criticized SF Supervisor 
Quentin Kopp's current petition 
drive which would place the city on 
record as favoring English-only 
voting materials. Even 让 approved 
by the city's voters，the measure 
wouldhavenobindinglegaleffect on 
the voting Process， 

Under current federal law, voting 
materials in SF must be printed not 


only in English, but also in 'Chinese'; 


and Spanish because of the large 
numbers ofresidents in those groups. 
RACISM 

Fellow supervisor Harry Britt 
called the petition an“empty and 
obvioius appeal to racism. He 
charged Kopp with using people of 
color “forhis own political reasons.” 

The reaction from Henry Der， 
executive director of Chinese for 
Affirmative Action，one of the 
agencies Which had pushed for 
bilingual voting， was especially 
critical. 

Referring to the large Support 
Kopp gained from Chinese parents 
during his initial run for supervisor， 


Der charged,“Quentin Kopp rode 
on the backs of Chinese school 
parents who opposed busing in the 
early 1970s to get elected to the 
board of supervisors . . . . He even 
opened his campaign at Commodore 
Stockton School'”Der exclaimed. 

“Now he has turned his back on 
those who do not speakthe English 
language.” Der stated that it is 
Kopp's turnaround that particularly 
angers him. 

“Weshould bearin mind thatthe 
city uses Chinatown to draw tourists 
into the_ city， he continued. “I 
Chinese establishments were to take 
down their Chinese signs，the city 
would hurt. 

“On one hand, the city needs the 
Chinese language; but on the other， 
they would deny [people who speakl 
the Chinese language the exercise of 
its rights. This,” declared Der “is an 
insult.” 

JULIIMATE 

Recalling a statement made by 
Kopp at an earlier press conference， 
Der identified whathe felt to be the 
“ultimate insult.”“Kopp saidthathe 
doubted that the people who use 


bilingual ballots could read or write 
in even their primary languagel” 
Dernoted thatthe largenumber of 


Chinese language newspapers in the 


community reflected the people's 
desire to “keep up with 1local， 
national and international news.” 

Kopp; however maintains that 
his petition is an attempt to change 
what he felt to be an “illogical and 
nonsensical ”federal law. He further 
stated that he believed that citizens 
should“logically . . . .be able to 
speak and write English sufficiently 
to assure them the gorious 
opportunities ”offered ， by， our 
country.” 

Dertold 忆 aswIrestthat some of 
玉 opp's statements “were aimed 
directly at himself and the civil rights 
agency.“His attacks on CAA and 
myself are'an actofdesperation,”he 
declared，and it is tragic. While we 
disagree on ourpositions onbilingual 
education，we have never attacked 
him as a person. There is no need

Rather, Der said that his agency 
was only “interested in realizing 
more “opportunities to leam 
English.” He also pointed out that 
with a consent decree in effect, and 
with a Supportive registrar of voters，

SAN FRANCISCO 一 Arecent 
American Cancer Society study on 
Asian Americans and cancer 
revealed that Japanese men in the 
Bay Area have much lower rates of 
cancer than Japanese Imen in 
Hawaii.

According to the Society, cancerT 
i a “large， group of diseases 
characterized “by “uncontrolled 
growth and spread of abnormal 
cells.”While many of the cancers 
are fatal, the organization points out 
that many cancers can be cured 让 
they are detected and treated 
promptly. 

In 1983, about 855$,000 people 
in the US will be diagnosed as 
having cancer. About 440,000 
Americans will die ofthe disease this 
year， Of those 440,000 people， 
about 145$,000 of them might have 
been saved by earlier diagnosis and

“Cancer is contagious.” 

Young warned, “These and other 
cultural myths hinder provision of 
the _ medical and social Services 
required by the Asian American 
community.” 

FAMILIES 

Another workshop features the 
families of Asian American cancer 
patients，Ihe members will share 
their experiences with cancer in the 


family. 
“Patients need caring, loving and 
understanding,” acknowledged 


Young,“but we also encourage the 
patient not to become too dependent: 
Asian American families are usually 
close; sometimes they pamper the 
patient too much.” 

Certain types of cancers man- 
ifest themselves more frequently 
among Asian Americans， The 
cancer Society has determined，for 
instance, that Asians have a higher 
risk ofcolon-rectum,lung,breastand 
stomach cancers. While society 
officials do _ not have any Specific 
anSwers about the cause of the high 
Prevalence， they feel diet and 
enviornment play a large role.

The congressSwoman noted that 
She was one of the first members of 
CongresSs to _ contact the Attorney 
Generals office about this case. 
Boxerpromised that “ifthe Attorney 
General does not go farenough, then 
I_ will demand a Congressional 
jinvestigation and an investigation by 
the Civil Rights commission.” 

AMENDMENTS 

During the question and answer 
period which followed her Speech， 
Boxer mentioned thatthose opposed 
to the Simpson-Mazzoli bill in the 
House would fight the bill with a 
series of amendments. The 
opposition intends to tack on 
hundreds of amendments to the bill， 
which would either effectively 
neutralize Or quite possibly kill the 
bill. 

Another question dealt with the 
scapegoating of Asians nationwide 
for the economic problems of the 
United States. Boxer remarked that 
“scapegoating appeals to the worst 


in people, which plays into the hands 


ofthe Ronald Reagans of the world.

Scapegoating,，she continued, “shifts 
the focus away from the real 
economic ills of our country caused 
the Reagan administration.”

LOS ANGELES 一 The state 
board of governors of the Asian 
Pacific American Advocates of 
California passed almost 30 action 
items _ during its two-day meeting 
held June 25-20 in LA. Many of the 
lssSues discussed focused on recent 
governmental actions and bills and on 
Tacial violence. 

The group voted to use iits 
compnuter data base to “monitor， 
evaluate, analyze and document the 
Trising tide of violent acts against 
Asian Pacific Americans， Asian 
immigrants and refugees.” The 
board urged members and others to 
forward anti-APA incidents to P.O. 
Box 23280, San Jose, CA 95$153. 

JUSTICE 

It also reaffirmed its Support for 
the efiorts to secure justice for slain 
Jetroit man，Vincent Chin，by 
urgingmembersto participate in local 
coalitions and to forward 
communications to Congressional 
members to pass 3a resolution to 
augment the _ investigation by the 
Department of Justice. 

Recent governmental actions and 
proposed legislation formed a large 
Part of the statewide advocacy 
group's agenda. The members of the 
board voted to continue its Support of 
the Writs of Coram Nobis filed by 
three Nisei men convicted of 


_Teparations 


disobeying the WWII curfew and 
relocation orders imposed against 
Japanese Americans， IThe writs, 让 
granted, would vacate their Supreme 
Court convictions. 

Also related to the internment， 
APAACvotedto “pressforaformal 
apology by the US government for 
the unjust WAWII incarceration of 
Japanese Americans and Aleuts， 
plus appropriate monetary and other 
for ” material and 
pSychological losses suffered from 
the illegal action.” 

RESOLUTIONS 

It directed its regional boards to 
encourage local govetmments to 
“pass resolutions/ordinances ”to 
redress the adverse effects on public 
employees by the wartime 
internment.” Several cities， 
including SF and LA, counties and 
states have already pasSsed such 1aws 
which repay Japanese American 
employees who were fired duringthat 
period because of their race. 

Accordingto APAACPpresident， 
Dr. Allan Seid， the_ action on the 
Proposed Simpson-Mazzoli 
immigration bill took a “long time.” 
The group finally decided to Support 
retention of certain portions, Such as 
the fifth preference allowing for 
reunification of families and the 
colonial amendment offered by Rep.
